Voter registration up in Big Sandy region

FRANKFORT — A little more than 
500 new voters have been added to the 
rolls in Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and 
Martin counties since the May primary 
election, according to figures released last 
week by the secretary of state. 

A total of 66,909 voters are eligible to 
vote in the four counties in the Nov. 6 
general election, the new statistics show. 



In the May 22 primary, 66,402 people 
were on the voter rolls. 

Lawrence County has 11,726 regis- 
tered voters, an increase of 87 since the 
May election. Of those, 6,324 are Demo- 
crats, 4,759 are Republican and 643 are 
registered as “other.” 

Johnson County has added 188 voters 
since May, bringing the total to 17,138. 
Among those, 9,387 are Republicans, 
7,111 are Democrats and 640 are regis- 
tered as other. 

Floyd County’s registration rose by 



181 voters to 29,989 since the primary. A 
total of 26,104 are Democrats, 3,107 are 
Republicans and 778 are registered as 
other. 

In Martin County, 8,056 voters are 
registered for the November election, an 
increase of 51 since May. A total of 5,587 
are Republicans, 2,341 are Democrats and 
128 are registered as other. 

Statewide, 57,145 voters have been

Indictmaits 
issued as pdioe 
oontinuelooking 
for oouple

PAINTSVILLE — Johnson County authorities con- 
tinue to search for a couple who has reportedly been miss- 
ing since Sept. 5, and two persons of interest in the case 
were indicted on charges associated with their disappear- 
ance. 

Last Saturday was the second time that crews searched 
Paintsville Lake for the missing couple, Larry and Sandra 
Blanton, but came up with the same results and no new 
clues. 

The search was arranged by Johnson County Emer- 
gency Management Director Gary McClure. 

“We went to the same area that we had gone to previ- 
ously to make sure they hadn’t missed anything during the 
first search,” McClure said. “We had used the dogs on the 
ground search, but we didn’t have them during the time 
we searched the lake so we rescheduled so they could 
come back and we could try it again. Bloodhound Search 
and Rescue went out with us this time, and conducted 
operations on the lake, but there is sadly nothing new to 
report on the missing couple.” 

The couple’s son, William Blanton, was arrested Oct. 
8, after he attempted to fill his father’s prescription for

Beshear: HB 1 
is working 

FRANKFORT - Since the implementation this summer of 
House Bill 1 (HB1), the state’s landmark prescription drug 
abuse bill, 10 pain management clinics have closed, prescrip- 
tions for some of the most-abused controlled substances are 
dropping, and a record number of investigations are under 
way into suspicious prescribing practices, Gov. Steve Beshear 
said last week. 

“We knew that this bill would have an immediate impact 
on thwarting the abuse and diversion of prescription drugs in 
our state, and the statistics over the last few months are 
already showing progress,” Beshear said in a press 
release. “But we will not rest. Too many families and com- 
munities have been shattered by prescription drug abuse. We 
will not let up on these doctor shoppers and greed-driven 
practitioners who continue to supply these poisons to addicted 
Kentuckians.” 

HB1, sponsored by House Speaker Greg Stumbo of Pres- 
tonsburg, passed in a special legislative session this spring. 
The bill included multiple elements to prevent the abuse and

Lawrence school closes the deal

LOUISA — Lt. Gov. Jerry 
Abramson and other officials were at 
Lawrence County High School Mon- 
day for the launching of “Close the 
Deal,” a new initiative designed to 
help seniors get a jump start in fur- 
thering their education. 

Joining Abramson for the school 
assembly event were Kentucky Edu- 



cation Commissioner Terry Holiday, 
House Majority Leader Rocky 
Adkins, state Sen. Walter “Doc” 
Blevins along with Lawrence County 
Judge-Executive John Osborne and 
Lawrence County school superinten- 
dent Mike Armstrong. 

Various college representatives 
were present as well as members of 
the armed forces, state police and 
business leaders to offer students 
options and to answer questions they 
might have about how to proceed 



with furthering their education in 
order to obtain a lucrative career in 
their chosen field. 

Each of the officials recommend- 
ed to the students that they utilize the 
tools available to them and take 
advantage of their opportunity. 

“We are one of three schools 
selected to participate in this pro- 
gram,” Armstrong said. “It’s a big 
deal and it’s great for Lawrence

diversion of prescription drugs 
and to enhance law enforce- 
ment’s tools to investigate ille- 
gal prescribing practices. The 
law went into effect July 20. 

“In the three short months 
since House Bill 1 took effect, 
the headlines have been clear: 
The pill mills are closing up 
shop. They need to know we’re 
not going to rest until they are 
all gone,” said Stumbo. “I want 
to thank Governor Beshear, my 
colleagues in the General 
Assembly, law enforcement and 
many in the medical communi- 
ty who got on board to make 
this law possible. I’m sorry that 
some doctors have led their 
patients to believe that this leg- 
islation somehow makes it 
more difficult for them to pre- 
scribe needed medicine. Noth- 
ing could be further from truth. 
Protecting patients is at the 
heart of this law.” 

“Every law requires change, 
and transitions are sometimes 
hard,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Stivers. “But we 
have already seen great benefits 
to Kentucky’s families and 
communities due to the passage 
of HB1.” 

“The abuse of prescription 
drugs is an epidemic in our state 
and we have to have strong, 
enforceable and practical laws 
and regulations to protect 
patients,” said Dr. Preston Nun- 
nelley, president of the Ken- 
tucky Board of Medical Licen- 
sure (KB ML). “We are cooper- 
ating with law enforcement and 
are aggressively pursuing 
investigations against physi- 
cians who are prescribing inap- 
propriately or negligently. I 
have no doubt that HB 1 is sav- 
ing lives.” 

Attorney General Jack Con- 
way said the new law has 
“solidified our long-standing 
relationship with other front- 
line agencies and provided us 
with a unified front as we com- 
bat one of the most serious 
threats facing our state.” 

“The agreement our office 
drafted and entered into with 
other agencies requires the 
sharing of this information and 
helps provide law enforcement 
with the ability to use its 
resources to target the most 
egregious cases of illegal or 
inappropriate prescribing,” 
Conway said. “The dramatic 
increase in shared information 
and increased enforcement by 
the KBML is good news for 
families across the Common- 
wealth touched by prescription 
drug abuse.” 



Fewer ‘pill mills’ 

The new law mandates that 
all new pain management clin- 
ics must be owned by a licensed 
medical provider, and all pain 
management clinics must 
employ a medical director in 
good standing with one of the 
professional licensure boards. 

The Office of Inspector 
General identified 44 facilities 
as pain management clinics in 
2012. Eighteen of them have 
closed or have discontinued 
providing pain management 
services, including 10 that shut 
down since HBl’s implementa- 
tion. 

“Not all pain management 
clinics are ‘pill mills’, prescrib- 
ing large volumes of pills to 
patients with little medical 
oversight,” said Secretary 
Audrey Tayse Haynes of the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services. “But the fact that 
nearly a dozen clinics volun- 
tarily closed down before we 
could check their patient 
records and prescribing prac- 
tices signals to us that they 
couldn’t take the heat.” 

The Office of Inspector 
General is currently processing 
1 1 applications for licensure as 
pain management facilities 
under the new law. That pro- 
cess includes on-site surveys 
and evaluation of records and 
practices. 

More KASPER 
reports, 

registered users 

HB 1 expanded the Ken- 
tucky All Schedule Prescription 
Electronic Reporting 

(KASPER) system, the state’s 
prescription monitoring system, 
by requiring all prescription 
providers of controlled sub- 
stances to register. Regulations 
promulgated by the various 
medical professional licensure 
boards mandate that licensees 
use the KASPER system before 
prescribing controlled sub- 
stances. 

When the law passed in 
April, KASPER had 7,911 reg- 
istered accounts. On Oct. 1, 
KASPER had 21,542 registered 
users - nearly triple its accounts 
from just six months earlier. 
Users include physicians, den- 
tists, optometrists, advanced 
practice registered nurses, and 
podiatrists. 

A year ago, KASPER pro- 
vided an average of 2,888 
reports daily. Now, providers 
request an average of 18,149 
reports each day. The vast 
majority of those reports - 93 
percent - are processed in less 
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than fifteen seconds. 

Fewer Controlled Substanc- 
es Dispensed 

KASPER recorded 219 mil- 
lion doses of hydrocodone dis- 
pensed in Kentucky in 2011. 
That’s enough for 51 doses for 
every man, woman and child in 
Kentucky. But records since 
HB 1 implementation indicate 
that the prescriptions are declin- 
ing for certain controlled sub- 
stances. 

In August 2011, doctors pre- 
scribed 20.9 million doses of 
hydrocodone. A year later, 
hydrocodone prescriptions in 
August dropped to 19.3 million 
doses - a 7.5 percent reduction. 
In that same time period, oxy- 
codone prescriptions dropped 
6.4 percent; alprazolam (Xanax) 
prescription doses fell by 9 per- 
cent; and oxymorphone (Opa- 
na) prescriptions dropped 38 
percent. 

A 2010 CHFS poll of 
KASPER users noted that 94 
percent of medical providers 
said that the program is an 
effective tool in tracking an 
individual’s prescription histo- 
ry, and nearly 94 percent report- 
ed satisfaction with the tool. 
Nearly nine in 10 KASPER 
users reported denying a pre- 
scription for a controlled sub- 
stance to a patient based on 
information provided by a 
KASPER report. 

More 

investigations, 
license suspensions 

HB1 requires that when a 
complaint about prescription 
abuse is lodged with any of 
several investigative agencies - 
the Attorney General, Kentucky 
State Police (KSP), CHFS, or 
any of the professional licen- 
sure boards - that complaint 
must be shared with the remain- 
ing agencies. The memoran- 
dum of agreement entered into 
by these agencies facilitates the 
distribution and use of the 
information for administrative 
and law enforcement purposes. 

KBML disciplined 18 physi- 
cians for prescribing violations 
in 2011. But in just the last six 
months, KBML has taken disci- 
plinary action against 33 physi- 
cians for prescribing violations. 
Those actions include nine 



emergency orders of license 
suspension and one emergency 
license restriction. Another 15 
physicians agreed to indefinite 
restriction of their prescribing 
authority, and five more surren- 
dered their licenses rather than 
have them revoked.

methadone at Value Med 
Pharmacy at which time he 
was charged with obtaining or 
attempting to obtain a con- 
trolled substance without a 
practitioner prescription. 

Blanton’s girlfriend, 
Amanda Fannin, was arrested 
Oct. 3, for flagrant non- sup- 
port and after being incarcer- 
ated was also charged for pro- 
moting contraband, when jail 
authorities conducted a cavity 
search and found a pack of 
Suboxone strips. 

Last Wednesday, Oct. 17, 
William Blanton was indicted 
on charges associated with 
the case and Fannin was 
indicted on charges of pro- 
moting contraband and sec- 
ond-degree persistent felony 
offender. 

William Blanton is 

charged in nine separate 
indictments for alleged 

offenses that occurred after or 
before the couple went miss- 
ing. 

In the first indictment, 
Blanton is charged with intent 
to defraud/scheme/artifice to 



obtain benefits under $10,000 
and first-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Sept. 27, 
Blanton allegedly devised a 
scheme or plan or artifice to 
obtain benefits from any 
assistance program by means 
of false or fraudulent repre- 
sentations or engage in con- 
duct that advances that 
scheme and is a previously 
convicted felon. 

In five additional indict- 
ments, Blanton is charged 
with a total of 10 counts of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument and first- 
degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ments, all of the charges of 
criminal possession of a 
forged instrument occurred 
between Sept. 3 and Sept. 14. 
The indictments claim he 
possessed forged checks 
totaling $3,185.81 belonging 
to his parents. 

In addition, on Oct. 1, 
Blanton allegedly took cattle 
and various items of scrap 
metal belonging to Larry 
Blanton with a value totaling 



$1,500 and is also charged 
with prohibited acts relating 
to controlled substances, 
according to the indictments. 

On Oct. 8, Blanton alleg- 
edly knowingly and unlaw- 
fully misrepresented or with- 
held information from a prac- 
titioner, the indictments say. 

In nearly all the indict- 
ments, Blanton is also charged 
with first-degree persistent 
felony offender because he is 
a previously convicted felon. 

The Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office has searched the 
couple’s 50-acre farm on 
multiple occasions, with 
efforts coordinated with 
McClure’s office as well as 
search and rescue coordinator 
Brian Jeffers with assistance 
from a number of agencies, 
including local fire and res- 
cue departments, search and 
rescue dogs, cadaver canines, 
people on foot and even a few 
on horseback.

added to the rolls since the 
primary, bringing the total to a 
record 3,037,153 for the gen- 
eral election. 

There has been an increase 
of more than 130,000 regis- 
tered voters since the 2008 
presidential election, when 
2,906,809 citizens were regis- 
tered. The total number of 
registered voters has increased 
by 1.92 percent since the May 
primary. In comparison, voter 
registration figures increased 
by a net of 26,766, or less than 
1 percent, from the 2011 pri- 
mary to the 2011 general elec- 
tion. Leading up to the 2008 



general election, registration 
totals increased by 49,578 vot- 
ers, or 1.74 percent. 

Each of the political parties 
has seen an increase in regis- 
tered voters since the May 
primary. Democrats have 
grown their ranks by 1.15 per- 
cent, or 18,926 voters, from 
1,646,927 to 1,665,853. 
Republicans have added 
28,884 voters, growing 2.57 
percent from 1,122,447 to 
1,151,331. “Other” has 
increased by 9,334 voters, or 
4.43 percent, from 210,635 to 
219,969. 

Consistent with recent 
years, the electorate is com- 
prised of approximately 53 
percent women and 47 percent 



men. Democrats now make up 
54.85 percent of Kentucky 
voters, and 37.91 percent are 
Republicans. 7.24 percent of 
voters are identified as “oth- 
er.” For Democrats, the fig- 
ures represent a decrease in 
percentage of voters since 
May, with a change of -0.42 
percent; Republicans and 
“other” increased their rela- 
tive representation by 0.24 
percent and 0.17 percent, 
respectively.

County and for you students. 
The seniors will be graduating 
soon and they will turn a page 
from being a Lawrence County 
student to a new life. You are 
adults today and are going to 
have to make grown up deci- 
sions. Take the time and ask all 
the questions you can. Learn as 
much as you can so that you can 
make informed decisions.” 

Holliday told the students 
that there are 600,000 jobs in 
manufacturing and that some 
are with Toyota and some with 
other companies, but that they 
were jobs that pay a nice wage. 
He also pointed out that stu- 
dents who thought they 
wouldn’t have the money to go 
on to further their education had 
a number of options and that 
people from each area were 
there to answer questions about 
financial aid. 

The “Close the Deal” initia- 
tive creates a college-going cul- 



ture in high schools for students 
who aren’t yet considering 
higher education and supports 
high school counselors and 
engages the business and post- 
secondary communities in help- 
ing students attain education 
past high school. 

“We started ‘Close the Deal’ 
when I was mayor of Louisville 
because we realized that many 
talented students who would 
earn a high school diploma had 
no idea what to do next,” 
Abramson said. “Since then, 
more than 5,400 students have 
learned how to continue their 
education thanks to the pro- 
gram, and it’s still going strong 
in Louisville. Now we are part- 
nering with Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Education Commis- 
sioner Terry Holliday and 
launching the initiative at Law- 
rence County High school to 
engage even more high school 
seniors.” 

Abramson said many of the 
students, like him, will be first- 



generation college-goers. 

“You guys look wonderful,” 
Abramson told the students. 
“We only selected three schools, 
and Lawrence County is one of 
them. The government, educa- 
tion, colleges and businesses 
are all focused on you and you 
have options. Meet with every- 
one and consider possible 
career goals. There is a person 
sitting at every location to talk 
to you about financial aid. The 
businesses around the room will 
tell you that you can’t work for 
them without furthering your 
education and getting the prop- 
er training for the job whether it 
be a two-year, four-year or spe- 
cialty career. You have to have 
the proper training to succeed. 
You’ve got to continue your 
education and the chance to 
step forward is up to you. Col- 
lege isn’t like high school. You 
don’t have to get up early if you 
don’t want to. You can take 
classes later in the day and pos- 
sibly work while you do it. 



There are grants, scholarships, 
keys money and other ways to 
finance your education. There is 
no reason why every one of you 
shouldn’t have the opportunity. 
Adulthood starts at this point, 
the tools are available and you 
should take advantage.” 

Blevins was introduced and 
a comment was made about his 
ponytail, so he thought he 
would explain why wears it. 

“I started growing my hair 
for a play and then my father 
passed and I was going to grow 
it for locks of love, but then I 
got married and my wife likes it 
so much that she’s not going to 
let me donate it for awhile,” 
Blevins said. “I’ve been friends 
with Armstrong and his wife for 
30 years and you have a terrific 
school board, a good mayor and 
county judge.

David Brown is owned by 
Clyde Blowers Capital, which 
is considered a leading global 
expert in gearing solutions and 
services across various indus- 
tries including mining, oil and 
gas, wind energy, solar energy, 
conventional power and rail. 

The new 54,000 square-foot 
facility will focus on servicing 
and overhauling gearboxes for 
the region’s mining, power gen- 
eration and oil and gas indus- 
tries. It will also be capable of 
servicing other industries, 
including steel and cement. 

The assembly and service 
center in Kentucky is the first 
stand-alone service center with- 
in the United States and will not 
only be servicing the Appala- 
chian coal region, but also the 
renewable energy industry, 
such as wind as well as conven- 
tional power generation, steel, 
cement and chemical process- 
ing industries throughout the 
Americas. 

This new center offers on- 
the-ground support and exper- 
tise in gear technology to the 
established mining, power gen- 
eration and oil and gas indus- 
tries in the east coast region. 
The new facility, which is 
equipped with strip, assembly 
and test capability, offers repair, 
service and upgrade of geared 
transmissions as well as spares, 
drop-in replacements and total 
asset management.

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Vampire 
electronics 
cause higher 
electric bills

Everyone knows to turn 
off lights when you leave a 
room or to turn off the TV 
when you’re done watching 
it. 

That’s a good start, but 
did you know you’re still 
wasting electricity every 
month? You can easily trim 
$100 or more off of your bill 
each year. All you have to do 
is slay your vampire elec- 
tronics. 

These spooky electronics 
are sucking energy all over 
your home right now. Unlike 
the fanged, nocturnal crea- 
tures of horror films, energy 
vampires work day and night 
to drain your wallet. 

It’s true that recent elec- 
tronics are much more ener- 
gy efficient than their prede- 
cessors, but everybody also 
has a lot more gadgets than 
they did 10 years ago. 

Nationwide, idle gadgets 
collectively consume more 
than 100 billion kilowatt 
hours of electricity each 
year. That adds up to an extra 
$10 billion in energy costs, 
according to the EPA. 

Vampire electronics are 
gadgets that consume stand- 
by power when they’re not 
in use. They can be big gad- 
gets like your desktop com- 
puter or small gadgets like 
your phone charger. 

Any appliance that uses a 
remote control or displays a 
clock draws power when 
turned off or not in use. If 
left plugged in, phone and 
battery chargers continue to 
consume energy after the 
phones are disconnected and 
batteries are taken out. 

The most obvious way to 
stop vampires from using 
electricity is to unplug them 
when they aren’t in use. If a 
plug isn’t in the wall, it can’t 
keep running up your power 
bill. 

Of course, nobody wants 
to spend 10 minutes every 
night unplugging stuff and 
10 minutes plugging every- 
thing back in the next morn- 
ing. 

Several companies sell 
inexpensive power switches 
that plug into your wall 
sockets. Instead of unplug- 
ging the gadget, you simply 
turn off power to that socket 
with the flick of a switch. It’s 
a great way to control coun- 
tertop appliances such as 
microwaves and coffeemak- 
ers. 

Some socket adapters 
have built-in timers instead 
of switches. Use them on 
your rechargeables - smart- 
phones, camera batteries, 
electric toothbrushes and 
cordless power tools. 

If you’re the type who 
worries on the drive to work 
whether you left the curling 
iron or space heater on, buy 
a few timed power switches 
for safety, peace of mind and 
energy savings. 

Your computer worksta- 
tion and home entertainment 
system are your biggest 
energy vampires. 

Depending on the age of 
the components, running a 
cable box, large-screen TV, 
DVD player, gaming console 
and surround- sound setup 
can be like running a second 
refrigerator. 

Cluster those compo- 
nents on a “smart” power 
strip or surge suppressor 
http://www.komando.com/ 
tips/index. aspx?id= 13256. 
These accessories are smart 
because they can shut down 
an outlet after sensing a gad- 
get has gone into standby 
mode. 

Many Energy Star-rated 
electronics retain their clock 
settings when turned off. If 
you have a gadget or two 
that would need to be repro- 
grammed all the time if 
turned off, get a smart power 
strip that includes a couple 
of always-on outlets. 

Some power strips even 
come with their own remote 
controls, so you don’t have 
to squeeze your arm or foot 
into a hard-to-reach place to

* Do be wary of anyone who 
claims they can “fix” your cred- 
it report. No one can legally 
remove negative accurate infor- 
mation from your credit history. 
The only thing that can fix a 
credit report is time and a posi- 



tive payment history. 

* Do pay at least the mini- 
mum due and contact your cred- 
itor if you have trouble making 
payments. This will help you 
to avoid late fees and a rising 
APR. To pay off your balance 
quicker, pay more than the min- 
imum due. If you are unable to 
make the minimum monthly 
payments, let your creditor 
know so they can work with you 
to create a more manageable 
payment plan. 

* Don’t feel pressure to get a 
credit card. If you don’t want 
one, you have the right to say 
“no.” Under the CARD Act of 
2009 consumers aged 18-21 
cannot be solicited for credit. If 
you no longer wish to receive 
prescreened offers, opt out by 
calling 1-888-5-OPTOUT 
(1-888-567-8688) or visit www. 
optoutprescreen.com. 

* Don’t ignore the warning 
signs of credit trouble. If you 
pay only the minimum balance, 
pay late, use cash-advances to 
fund daily living expenses or 
transfer a lot of balances you 
might be in the “credit” danger 
zone. Talk to a financial coun- 
seling organization to regain 
control of your finances. 

* Don’t share your credit 
card number. Never give out 
credit card or personal informa- 
tion if you have not initiated the 
transaction. Be aware of identi- 
ty theft and phishing scams that 
ask for credit card numbers. If 
you suspect that your identity 
has been compromised, file a 
complaint with the Federal 
Trade Commission by calling 
1-877-ID-THEFT (1-877-438- 
4338); TDD: 202-326-2502, or 
visit www.ftc.gov/idtheft.

According 
to the American Cancer Society, most doctors feel that early 
detection tests for breast cancer save thousands of lives 
each year, and that many more lives could be saved if even 
more women and their health care providers took advantage 
of these tests.
